RANS-PACIFIC air mail service 
GC will, on April 21st, be extended 

from Manila, Philippine Islands, 

to Macao, Portuguese Territory 
(near the China coast) and to Hong 
Kong, where connections will be made 
with airline services in China and airline 
services to Australia and intermediate 
points and to India and intermediate 
points. The Post Office Department is 
issuing a bulletin to postmasters setting 
out the details of these services and the 
postage rates which will apply to them. 

This bulletin is as follows: 

Service on foreign air mail route No. 
14, from San Francisco, California, by 
Honolulu, Hawaii, and Guam to Manila, 
Philippine Islands, will be extended from 
Manila via Macao, Portuguese Colony in 
Asia, to Hong Kong, and return from 
Hong Kong direct to Manila, effective 
with westbound flight due to leave San 
Francisco April 21, 1937, and eastbound 
flight due to leave Hong Kong April 
29, 1937. 

The schedule for the first flight on 
the route as extended and the flight 
each week thereafter will be as follows:

CONNECTIONS 

Connection will be made at Hong 
Kong with the Chinese domestic air 
mail system for the coastal cities, Shang 
hai, Nanking, Peiping, and the interior 
of China. Connection will also be made 
with the British air mail route for 
Straits Settlements, Siam, India, Dutch 
East Indies and Australia. Articles for 
points beyond Hong Kong bearing the 
postage specified below, will be given 
onward dispatch by air from Hong Kong 
where they can be advanced thereby. 
Otherwise they will be given onward 
dispatch by ordinary means.

These rates will cover also service 
by domestic air mail routes in the Unit- 
ed States and Hawaii, the domestic 
routes in the Philippines and Australia, 
as well as the domestic routes in China. 
Air mails for Japan will be routed to 
Shanghai for onward dispatch by ordi- 
nary means, and those for New Zea- 
land to Australia for onward dispatch by 
ordinary means. 


The total rates on articles originating 


Canal Zone will be the prevailing air 
mail rates to the United States, plus the 
rates stated above for onward dispatch. 

The new 20-cent and 50-cent trans- 
Pacific air mail stamps and any other 
United States air mail or ordinary post- 
age stamps may be used in paying post- 
age on articles for dispatch by this 
route. Special delivery stamps, includ- 
ing 10 cents of the combination 16-cent 
air mail-special delivery stamp, can be 
used only for payment of special delivery 
fees. 

Articles for Hawaii, Guam and the 
Philippines should be marked prominent- 
ly (just over the address) “By Air Mail 
—Trans-Pacific Route.” Any shortpaid 
articles for these destinations bearing 
at least one full rate, should be rated up 
postage-due and given dispatch. 

Articles destined to all foreign coun- 
tries should bear the blue label “Par 
Avion—By Air Mail,” and be marked 
(just over the address) “By Trans-Pa- 
cific Route.” Any shortpaid articles for 
these destinations should be promptly 
returned by the office of mailing to the 
i" for supply of the deficient post- 
age.

(There is no provision for air mail dis- 
patch onward from Hong Kong to coun- 
tries west of India.) 


FIRST FLIGHT COVERS 


Philatelic treatment will be given all 
articles carried by the first flight each 
way on the extended part of the route 
to and from Macao and Hong Kong. 
Articles addressed to Honolulu, Guam 
and Manila to be carried from San Fran- 
cisco to those places, and articles orig- 
inating at Manila, Guam and Honolulu 
to be carried from those places east- 
bound to San Francisco, will not receive 
philatelic treatment. 

No provision is made for carrying any 
cover both ways, westbound and east- 
bound.

For the first flight only, senders in 
this country may address covers to them-

Covers may also be sent to the post- 
master at Manila, Philippine Islands, in 
a container with a money order sufficient 
to purchase Philippine stamps, for mail- 
ing and dispatch to Macao and Hong 
Hong. The total postage rate quoted 
by the Director of Posts of the Philip- 
pines on articles for Macao or Hong 
Kong, is 52 centavos per 15 grams (ap- 
proximately one-half ounce). The equiv- 
alent in United States currency is 26 
cents. 

All such covers should be clearly 
marked in the upper left corner “San 
Francisco to Macao,” “San Francisco to 
Hong Kong,” “Honolulu to Macao,” 
“Honolulu to Hong Kong,” “Guam to 
Macao,” “Guam to Hong Kong,” “Ma- 
nila to Macao,” and “Manila to Hong 
Kong,” according to the service desired.

The 
Hong Kong air mail rates per half ounce, 
in Hong Kong money, are as follows:

The Postal Administration of Macao 
reports its total air mail rates, per 15 
grams (approximately one-half ounce) 


in local currency as follows: On articles 
addressed to Hong Kong, 35 cents; to 
Manila, 50 cents; to Guam, $1.00; to 
Honolulu, $2.00, and to San Francisco, 
$3.05. The equivalents in United States 
follows:

Articles addressed to Hong Kong, 11 
cents; to Manila, 16 cents; to Guam, 31 


cents; to Honolulu, 61 cents, and to San 
Francisco, 93 cents. While it appears 
the Macao post office will accept covers 
with proper remittances for purchase of 
stamps, it can not be stated in what 
form such remittances should be trans- 
mitted. Individual postal money orders 
are not transmitted to Macao, and it 
would not be practicable to inclose postal 
money orders with covers. 

The Macao Administration reports it 
will apply cachets on covers to be dis- 
patched from Macao. The Hong Kong 
office will not apply any cachet. How- 


ever, a receiving cachet will be placed 
on covers from Hong Kong when re 
ceived at Guam, Henolulu and San 


Francisco. It can not now be stated 
whether the Manila office will apply a 
receiving cachet on covers received at 
that office from Hong Kong.

March 28. The Pan-American Airways 
does not assume any responsibility or lia- 
bility for nonperformance. The arrange- 
ment by the company for handling the 
covers and posting them at Macao and 
Hong Kong (and Guam and Manila) is 
one with the senders independent of the 
postal service. 

It will be understood that collectors 
may make any arrangement they find 
practicable for posting their covers at 
Macao and Hong Kong. It may be that 
some collectors may desire to send their 
covers direct to persons known to them in 
Macao or Hong Kong who would pur- 
chase and affix the postage stamps to 
the covers and deposit them in the re- 
spective post offices. Use of the hand- 
ling service by the company for mailing 
is optional with senders. 


GENERAL 


The eastbound covers received at Ma- 
nila, Guam and Honolulu will be sent 
onward to addressees in the ordinary 
mails. Those received at San Francisco 
addressed to points in the United States 
will be sent onward by air. 

Covers inclosed in containers should 
be sent in time to reach the mailing 
office, where practicable, at least a week 
before time for first flight dispatch. There 
are dispatches by ordinary mail as fol- 
lows:

ER affords a connection margin of 6 days 
at Hong Kong but only 3 days at Manila.) 


Any consignment of covers to be sent 
by air mail to points on the route for 
posting, should be sent in time for dis- 
patch by the Clipper plane from San 
Francisco not later than April 7. 

Due to the conditions set forth above, 
this Department does not guarantee the 
arrangements for securing eastbound 
covers nor the connection by steamship 
for mailing westbound covers at Guam.

The four-cent Navy stamp was de-

PRINTING ORDER

New ZEALAND 


The Health stamp which was to be 
on sale unti: February 28, was with- 
drawn on January 16 and surplus stocks 
destroyed. The cause of this sudden de- 
cision is still unknown. 

The 1d. pictorial stamp, printed on 
multiple watermark paper and bearing 
the identification mark “A4” has been 
overprinted “OFFICIAL” (black). 

Plate “2” of the 2%4d. value of the 
current pictorial issue has been with- 
drawn from use, owing to its unsatisfac- 
tory condition and a new plate intro- 
duced in its place. The new plate bears 
the identification mark “3” in reverse on 








the selvedge below the second from last 
stamp on the sheet. 

On the occasion of the opening of the 
new Chief Post Office at Dunedin, the 
Department of P. & T. has made avail- 
able free of charge souvenir envelopes 
printed in (A) blue and (B) sepia and 
bearing an appropriate illustration and 
wording. It is expected that the Office 
will be officially opened towards the end 
of February or early in March. Dis- 
tinctive hand and machine cancellations 
wili also be used on the day of opening. 

A short set of two or three values is 
expected for the Coronation, but no de- 
tails have, so far, been made available. 

Coronation issues are also expected 
from New Guinea and Papua and the 
New Zealand Dependencies. (Cook

have made known their intentions, there 
may be some last minute surcharges as 
was the case with the silver Jubilee 
issue. 

We all know that the Crown Colony 
issues of the Jubilees were of a standard 
design and size but that the various is- 
sues of the Dominions varied in size and 
number of stamps in the set.

their orders at once with their dealer.

The single stamp was taken from the 
consignment by the master of the ship 
and placed on a letter and turned loose 
in a bottle before the ship was wrecked 
and all on board lost. This stamp was 
later authenticated by records and was 
accepted as the world’s greatest rarity. 

The scheming sister who never did 
care for the stamp collection finally, 
through spite, insists that the brother 
dismantel the collection by permitting 
her to select alternately with him from 
the albums and thus divide the collec- 
tion. Learning of the value of this 
single stamp she endeavored to gain 
possession of it and in later years it is 
the basis of court action. The stamp 
goes under the block at auction and its 
ups and downs are so familiar to any 
eral collector that we can not help but 
believe that the author is a real collec 
tor himself. 

The tale approaches a climax when 
the stamp is up at auction and a wealthy 
Indian potentate is bidding against an 
equally wealthy Chinese war-lord, both 
having given orders to the auctioneer to 
obtain the prize at any price. The bid- 
ding soars skyward—it would be unfair 
to disclose the climax, which is ingen- 
iously comic. 

Mr. Graves writes very convincingly. 
Those who have read his, Ir CLAUDIUS 
and CLAUDIUS THE GOD will recall 
his ability to analyze human behavior, 
which here centers around the hostility 
aroused by a penny stamp. The novel 
is well-written, easy to read, as excit- 
ing as a perfect detective story, and 
packed with pungent wit. A very amus- 
ing auction scene reads: 

“Both lots went to America and in 
each case there was warm applause at 
the fall of the hammer, while the or- 
chestra played the first few bars of the 
Star Spangled Banner. James Reilly 
Meugh ... rose and bowed and thanked 
the house for its fine sporting instincts. 

“*You Britishers sure are grand 
loosers.’ ” 

THE ANTIGUA STAMP is a novel 
that everyone can enjoy. We philatel- 
ists are grateful to Robert Graves for 
such a charming and witty story about 
our hobby.

the Edward British Moroccos and stated 
we would go into this subject in our 
next “Broadway Chatter.” The best er- 
ror is on the 2'4d Offices in Morocco 
where the last two complete lines of 
stamps have the wider spaced letters. 
These are selling from $1.25 to $3.00 a 
block of four, the last being a control 
number. It is estimated by a specialist 
in British Colonials that this error will 
be selling for ten times what it is now. 
On the Spanish Morocco “centimos” the 
10 on 1d has some errors scattered 
around the sheet, all having the wide 
spacing. The sheets these errors come 
on are from the reprinting and come 
only on the bottom sixty of a sheet of 
240 stamps. Most shipments from Eng- 
land of the mint Edward Morocco stamps 
have these stamps taken out of the 
sheet. This error also happens on the 
1d British Morocco. 


From Corning, New York, we hear of 
a postcard “sent” by radio.

The message was put on the air by 
Mahaffey, picked up by another ama- 
teur operator in Tampa, Florida, and 
relayed to Paul Yarnell, a Penn Yann 
amateur. Yarnell wrote the message on 
a postcard and mailed it to Corning 
where it arrived the following morning.
